JEWISH SEPARATENESS, | 

Sirn,—I have just read your notice on the letter of Philo-Judwus in Pudlic 
Opinion of December 17th, and was: surprised to find that you considered it 
offensive ! | 

When I read the letter of Philo-J udicus it seemed to me to be friendly to 
us, but perhaps clumsily written, 

My reason for considering it friendly was that it was an appeal for reform 
from within—that is, for our recognition that as a nation we have so far been a 
failure, and that, therefore, we must look among ourselves for the possible 


causes of failure instead of attributing it to the faults of others. In other 


words, that the forces of nature make for the survival of the fittest and that we 
must equip ourselves to the same standard of fitness which we see crowned by 
success around us, I was very much amused with “ the physical conformation 
that even the Jews themselves are getting tired of’; but under the confusion 
of ideas of Philo-J udwus there is a residuum of truth. I say there is truth in 
the “ physical conformation of Jews” because, although there are thousands of 


Jews that no one recognises as such from their personal appearance, there are 


also a great many that could not possibly disguise their origin, and that whilst 
it is a scientific fact that there is not a distinct Jewish race as in the case of the 
white and coloured races. So that one is compelled to recognise that the family 
likeness in question must arise from long-continued intermarrying. be 

But what seemed to me painfully true was the charge of éxclusiviam, 
bordering op intolerance, which I fear accounts for a great part, if not for the 
whole, of our national misfortunes in the past and our personal ones after the 
loss of home and country. : 

in fact, ever since the Dreyfus question arose, I have been deploring the 
mistaken attitude taken up by Jews that Dreyfus is innocent because he is 
Jew, or that he was condemned in order to stain the honour of the Jews! 

That Captain Dreyfus was unjustly convicted no one with any knowledge 
of the disgraceful judicial machinery of France, England, and other countries 
can fail to fear, but the rational position to have taken was that Dreyfus should 
be proved guilty or innocent by means of a public trial, but certainly not to side 
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. no family. The widow wishes to marry again.

To my mind, the idea of putting the question of nationality above that of 
abstract justice has alienated public sympathy from Dreyfus, and in that way 
Jews and their friends have done the poor man a terrible and irreparable 
wrong. 

! am reluctant to assume that anybody could be guilty of maliciously 
accusing an innocent man of treagon, as the leaders of anti-Semitism in France 
are supposed to have done, but if we take itas a fait accompli that they did it, 
the policy of the friends of Dreyfus should be to agitate to have the crime 
unmistakably brought home to him, so that all Jews could repudiate any 


_ fellow feeling with a man that could betray France whilst eating her bread ; 


because the fact that he had bread of his own was an aggravation rather than a 
mitigation of the crime. 

- It would be very difficult to state which nationality leads in blackness of 
crime, and it is better to leave it unstated, but that unenviable record does not 
belong to the Jewish race, and, if you will excuse my saying so, it.1s one of the 
things that Jews should leave alone, together with the puerilities and “ physical 
conformation” that Philo-Judius deprecates.

| CHALITZA. 

Sir,—I rejoice to have elicited an expression of orthodox opinion on the 
Chalitza question. I[ rejoice still more to find that the orthodox position, as 
stated by Mr. Zeitlin, is as unreasonable as I had always believed it to be. 

There are two issues that must be met in this discussion. Has the institu- 
tion of Chalitza, as obsérved at the present day, any Biblical sanction? Can 
auv effectual means be devised, other than the abolition of the institution, for 
preventing the evils which it occasions’? Mr. Zeitlin says “ Yes” in answer to 
both questions, But the right answer in each case is “ No.” 

First, asto the supposed Biblical sanction. The passage on which the 
Chalitza of the present day is said to be founded 1s as follows :— 


“Tf brethren dwell together, and one of them die, and have no son, the wife of the 
dead shall not marry without unto a stranger; her husband’s brother shall ; take 
her to him to wife And it shall be,that the firstborn which she beareth shall 
su ceed inthe name of his brother which is dead, that his name be not blotted out of 
{srael. And if the man hke not to take his brother’s wife, then his brother's wife shall 
goup tothe gate unto the Elders, and say, my husband's brother refuseth td raise up unto 
his brother a name in Israe], he will not perform the duty of an husband's br ther unto 
me. Then the Elders of the city shall call him, and speak unto him, and if hestand to it, and 
say, I like not to take her; then shall his brother’s wife come unto him in the presence 
of the Elders, and loose his shoe from off his foot, and spit in his face; and she shall 
answer and say,s0 shall it be done unto that man that will not build up his brother's 
house "-—(Deuteronomy xxv. 0-9. 

Now, the Chalitza of to-day does not carry out in any single particular the 
law contained in the passage just quoted. Marriage with a deceased brother's 
widow is not only not encouraged; it is, as I have been assured on high 
authority, actually forbidden by the ordinances of the Rabbis. And, of course, 
it is not possible when the husband’s brother is already married. Why, then, 
should the nonsensical custom be maintained by which a childless widow is com- 
velled, before she can marry again, to beg, or buy, the consent of her deceased 

usband’s brother ? 

Secondly, as to Mr. Zeitlin’s proposed remedy for the abuses to which the 
institution gives rise. The remedy is, of course, one which is habitually applied 
in Anglo-Jewish marriages. When a Jewish marriage is solemnised in England, 
every effort is made to induce the brothers of the bridegroom to give an under- 
taking that, if the bride is left a childless widow, they will place no obstacle in 
the way of her re-marriage. I suppose that this undertaking is, asa rule, well 
kept. I have not heard of Chalitza scandals among purely English families. 
But the important question is this: Whatis to be the attitude of the Jewish 
Eeclesiastical Authorities in England towards foreigners on whom the Chalitza 
law presses unfairly. 

-Ttis among foreigners that the Chalitza scandals arise, 


A man marries in 
Russia or Austria. 


He comes to England with his wife, and dies here, leaving 
Her first duty is to make a 
journey to the other end of Europe in search of her late husband's brother. 
She may find him, or she may not. If she finds him she must ask him to 
He may consent, or he 
may refuse. Even if he consents, he will probably require a substantial con- 
sideration. Such is the custom. And though he may have bound himself, at the 
time of his late brother's marriage, to grant Chalitza immediately without pay- 
ment, it is quite possible that, when the occasion arises, he may refuse to carry 
out his obligation. The universal adoption of the English practice, which Mr. 
Zeitlin advocates, would clearly fail to prevent the occurrence of new cases of 
hardship and injustice. Moreover, combined action on the part of all the Rabbis 
of Europe is not to be looked for. 

‘There is only one means by which the periodical occurrence of Chalitza 
scandals in England can be prevented. Our ecclesiastical authorities should 
refuse to recognise the pernicious institution. They should celebrate without 
demur, and should recognise as valid, the second marriage of a childless widow, 
without enquiring whether her brother-in-law has given her Chalitza.

THE PROJECTED ZIONIST BANK. 

Sirk,— Your editorial note in your issue of November 26th last, on the for 
mation ofa Zionist Bank, as foreshadowed in Vie Welt by the present leaders of 
the Zionist movement in Vienna, recalls to my mind a series of efforts that have 
been made in the very same direction by friends of Zion already since 1X0. The first 
to broach the subject matter and agitate for its consummation were representa- 
tives of the Russian Chovevi Zion, and ever since the year aforementioned it 
has been more or less seriously considered at the several conferences held at 
Paris by delegates of the various Palestinophile organisations of Kurope and 
America. In December, 1803, shortly before the Zion Central Committee con- 
stituted itself at Paris, I, as delegate of the New York Chovevi Zion, formulated 
and submitted to the various bodies to be represented a plan for the creation of 
an agrarian bank in furtherance of the Palestinian Colonisation ‘work, briefly 
and concisely delineating the general policy to be observed by the Zion Central 
Commiteee in its relations and co-operation with the Institution in question. The 
matter was earnestly and eagerly taken up by thelateand muchlamented Mr, Klim 
H. d Avigdor, first President of the Zion Central Committee, and [ have still in 
my possession his “rough draft of suggestions” for the “Bank of Syria,” in 
which he gives on five closely type-written pages a fully and precisely detailed 
outline of the object and scope of such Bank, and the functions, powers, and 
limitations of its directorship, Before, and during the recent Basle Congress I 
informed the present leaders of the Zionist movement in Vienna of the contents 
of both these documents, and I am glad to learn from the sketch in your 
editorial note that all their chief and salient features have been embodied in the 
present forecast of the Zionist Bank. | 

After the sudden and sad demise of Mr, d’Avigdor this favourite scheme of 
his lay dormant until, about two years ago, a representative of the Ezra Society 
of Berlin took the initiative in reviving the scheme, with the result that a com- 
bination of several well-known bankers at Paris and Berlin took some pre- 
liminary steps in floating the shares of the projected bank, the capital stock 
having been fixed at, I believe, half-a-million francs. At the Basle Congress | 
was informed that the Institution would be opened in the near future, with its 
principal place of business located at Jaffa, and but quite recently a confirmation 
thereof was received by me directly from a reliable source in Paris. 7 

Whether or not the group of prominent bankers or merchants who, as indi- 
vated in the Welt, areat the back of the Zionist leaders at Vienna, will be able to 
start a Jewish colonial company with a share capital of £2,00,000, in heu of the 
paltry half-a-million francs originally contemplated by the evidently more 
modest promoters of the older prototypes at Paris and Berlin (although the 
Welt appears to apologise for not having fixed the capital stock of its bank even at 
a much higher figure than it has), in any event it is certainly strongly to be 
desired that the gentlemen at Vienna will take due account of all these former 
efforts in the identical direction, place themselves in direct relations with those 
already actively interested in carrying out the parent scheme, and thus benefit 
by the latter's practical experience and knowledge of detail. Such action would 
be eminently consistent with the letter and spirit of the resolutions adopted at the 
Basle Congress, particularly that clause in the Zionist programme declaring as one 
of the principal means for attaining the aims of Zionism ; “the classification and 
unification of the whole of Jewry through proper local and general institutions in 
accordance with the laws of their respective lands.” Every true and honest 
Zionist must fervently hope that the leaders at Vienna will set the first and fore- 


most example in harmonising and knitting together the Jewish interest all over 
the world, especially however in centralising and giving a uniform aim and 
direction to all efforts in furtherance of the colonisation of Palestine.

THE DREYFUS CASE. 


Ie Temps publishes an interview with Madame de Boulancy, who gives an 
explicit denial to various statements directed to attenuate the importance of the 
letters to her from Major Walsin-Esterhazy, in which that officer expressed 
sentiments hostile to the French army. The Government sent to her for these 
letters, and she gave them up. In the presence of General Pellieux, the 
Registrar of the General, and of Madame Boulagcs herself, Major Walsin- 
Esterhazy admitted that the letters were his, with the single exception of that 
in which the writer wishes to be a Uhlan, and to ride down the French. Madame 
Boulancy pledged her oath that the letter came from the Major, and it was then 
sealed up as has already been related. Ce 


The anti-Semitic papers announce that the friends of M. Scheurer-Kestner 
intend to produce a receipt for 5,000 francs given by Major Walsin-Esterhazy 


on paper stamped with the address of the German Embassy. They add that 


this document was forged by a Jewish photographer in the neighbourhood of 
Brussels, 
_ M. Mathieu Dreyfus has instituted proceedings against Le Soir, with its 

informants, Madame Sandherr and M. Penot, for having accused him of attempt- 
ing to bribe a public official. If the anti-Semitic press can be successfully 
restrained by such means, the expedient is one heartily to be commended, 
It has exposed itself to many other libel actions. The statement that M. Mathieu 
Dreyfus had constructed a tower near the frontier from which he intended 
to signal military intelligence to the Germans was singularly defamatory. 
Perhaps M. Mathieu Dreyfus can afford to disregard this libel because the 
Government itself contradicted it officially. It is shocking that the attempt of 
M. Dreyfus to. defend his brother should have led to these virulent and 
unfounded attacks upon him personally, but the fact will help us to understand 
the nature of the forces which M. Rochefort and M. Drumont wield. According 
to some accounts, the enquiry into the Sandherr allegations will be conducted 
by the Public Prosecutor, the Messrs. Mathieu and Léon Dreyfus being the 
defendants, 

The Sunday Special writes: Amongst military men the feeling is growing 
that there was something decidedly faulty about the dossier which led to the 
conviction of Dreyfus. The artillery are especially affected, and would be 
glad to clear their corps of the stigma attaching to it by the condemnation 
of their comrade. It is hardly likely that the Government will venture to 
put spokes in the wheel. After all, it is M. Charles Dupuy, and not M, 
Méline, who would bear the brunt. Commandant de Ravary is gaining golden 
opinions for his unbiassed conduct of the Esterhazy inquiry. He has the merit 
of holding his tongue, at the same time leaving no stone unturned to get at 
the truth. These are solid points which cannot but bring comfort to Captain 
Dreyfus’s friends, | 
_ Mr. Albert D, Vandam in the Saturday Review comments on the fact (which 
we have often stated) that M. Drumont’s journal, Le Libre Parole, had the first 
news of the arrest of Captain Alfred Dreyfus. He asks how this paper, which 
is not accustomed to pay large sums for information, as Lau Figaro does, obtained 
news as to the nature of the charge against Captain Dreyfus, which was denied 
to that officer's wife. The facts were known only to a limited few at the \. ar 
Office. They were divulged to M, Drumont because it was known what use he 
would make of them, M. Dreyfus was the only Jew on the General Staff. M. 
Drumont soon after. publishing the charge against Dreyfus, issued a complete 
list of Jewish officers in the French Army and Navy, besides a list of the 
cadets in training, The suggestion is that the news was published by some one 
in a very small and influential circle at the War Office, who desired to 
aid the Drumont plot to exclude Jews from the army, or who desired to 
use that plot for the purpose of removing Dreyfus as a Jew. The sinister 
object in thus giving publicity to the affair is evident ; and we may add that it 
is only one step further to imply a sinister object in the accusation itself and in 
facilitating its acceptance. In other words, Alfred Dreyfus was too probably the 
victim of an anti-Semitic attack or of a personal attack which used anti- 
Semitism as its instrument. In either event his case seems justly a matter of 
interest to all Jews, and is thus effectively distinguished from an ordinary charge 
against a criminal, or suspected person, who happens merely to bea Jew.

By order of the Chancellor, “ Aryanism” was suddenly discovered to be 
the greatest and most distinguished virtue of the true German; the Semites, 
who had resided and lived in the country of the Teutons centuries before the 
Voelker Wanderung, whose cemeteries in Treves, Worms, Speyer, and in other 
places date from the earliest days of a German country, who had fought for 
Germany during all wars, in all battles, from those of Leipzig to Gravelotte and 
Sedan, were declared to be aliens, foreigners, who must have no political rights 
in the German Fatherland. | 

Docile, cringing, truckling to the great as the Teutons are, this discovery 
of Bismarck, moreover advantageous to their pockets as they imagined, soon 
became a creed,a science. Professors at the Universities taught the new 
doctrine, and inoculated their students with the belief that henceforth they 
would be freed from their fiergest and most dangerous competitors ; that in 
future only Aryan Germans would become assessors, and judges, and professors. 
Fanatic zealots preached this new Bismarck creed from the pulpit, and tried to 
rouse a religious fwror Teutonicus against the Semites, to kindle another religious 
civil war like that of the 17th century, of 30 years’ duration. 

Ambitious members of the Civil Service, barristers and magistrates, gladly 
accepted and propagated the new doctrine, because they hoped they could get 
rid of their cleverest rivals by means of this anti-Semitic crusade ; Teutonic 
arische publicists and journalists hailed Bismarck’s discovery as the only means 
to make stupidity and toadyism do duty for exclusive patriotism, and to push 
the circulation of stupid newspapers in the place of those cleverly written and 
cleverly edited. 

Thus the new poison, this influenza of anti-Semitism, filtered through 
all strata, penetrated into almost every couche sociale of the Fatherland, And 
not only this. 

The new creed, this modern doctrine, soon spread across the frontier of 
Germany ; it entered Austria, where it found favourable conditions to prosper 
and even to become more formidable than in its own home and birthplace; 
poisoned even fair France, where, for a hundred years, differences between Jews 
and Gentiles were absolutely unknown and never heard of ; it even tried, but

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THE JEWS RUSSIA.

In the Governments of the Don, Kuban and Tersch Military Zones the 
authorities are placing impediments in the way. of certain categories of privi- 
leged Jews, and particularly of chemists of the first class, who have settled in 
those localities, A chemist, M. Buchstab, was refused by the police the right of 
residence in Rostow. He applied to the Senate, which in its recently-published 
decision has annulled the order of the Rostow authorities, It has in addition 
iaid down the principle that in these regions, as in all other parts of Russia, the 
residence of Jews is unconditionally permitted. In another instance the Senate 
has decided that this right is enjoyed also by those Jews, and eventually by 
their descendants, who completed their term of military service under the old 
regulations, viz., 20 years. 

Preparations are being made in the Jewish Agricultural Colony, Bobrovykut, 
in the Government of Cherson, for the establishment of an Agricultural School 
to accommodate 40 pupils, An area of seven acres has been set apart for build- 
ings, which, however, will be of a very modest character owing to the paucity of 
funds. They will cost but 47,000 roubles. The plans have reached the Govern- 
ment in St. Petersburg for approval, and if no obstacles are put in the way 
building operations will be commenced in the Spring. ' 

On the initiation of. Dr. Rabinowitz, a Jewish School of Horticulture has 
been created at Orgejew. Unfortunately, in this case also the chief difficulty to 
contend with is want of means, Up to the present the founder has only collected 
600 roubles. He has, therefore, approached the Agricultural and Industrial 
Fund in this capital with the request for a subsidy. It is, however, a fair ques- 


- tion for discussion whether a large sum can be given to the Orgejew establish- 
. ment considering that many such undertakings are contemplated, and that the 


Fund has but limited resources at its disposal. 

In Perm, an East Russian town outside the Pale, where a Jewish congrega- 
tion has been officially organised, the Rabbi has been authorised by the 
Government to give instruction in the Jewish religion and history to the Jewish 
students at the Gymnasium. Lectures will be delivered regularly, and the pupils 
will be obliged to attend them, and to undergo an examination at the end of the 
year, 

In Mariampol, Herr Tregubov has given 6,000 roubles for the establishment 
of an Industrial Home for persons out of work, and he has stipulated that Jews 
also must be admitted, which is not generally done in similar institions, The 
condition has been confirmed by the authorities. For the poor Jews in that 
commercial town, the Home will be of great benefit. 

Very severe measures are being taken at Moscow in regard to the Jews. 


- Merchants of the First Guild have the right to visit the city, but if they cannot 


produce the special receipt for the payment iof the Guild Tax for the current 
year, they are at once expelled. Such a misfortune, a short time ago, befell a 
Jewish merchant from Jekaterinburg, who had forgotten to bring his receipt 
with him. There could be no doubt of his right to make a stay in Moscow, but 
the police were inexorable, and he was taken by one of their officials to the rail- 
way station, where he was put ina train, and thus conveyed back to Jekaterin- 
burg. In the streets the police arrest every man who has somewhat of a Jewish 
appearance, and take them to the Police Station in order to investigate there 
whether they do not belong to the class which should be expelled. In some houses 
which are suspected of harbouring Jews, the police make night searches in 
order to discover Jews who have no right to be in the city. Sometimes these 
nocturnal domiciliary visits prove very successful. :

The Senate is now dealing with the question of permitting Jews to settle 
in oN villages of Poland where Jews have hitherto not been permitted to 
reside, 

Another case affecting the right of Jews to live in Bessarabia has just 
been decided by the Supreme Court. Many Jews still continued to live in 
Bessarabia even after the Turks ceased to be its rulers. From time to time, 
however, the police have issued orders of expulsion. Many cases were fought 
and decided in favour of the Jews. A man named A. Resnick, who himself 
had lived in Bessarabia for the past forty years, and whose father had lived 
there before him, was recently ordered to leave. The Lower Courts decided 
in favour of Resnick, and the police appealed to the Supreme Court which has 
just upheld the decision of the Lower Tribunal in favour of the Jew. — 

Some Jews at Gradenitz, Government of Odessa, who held a Minyan during 
the late High Festivals, were fined 300 roubles, although they had previousl 
obtained the necessary permission. They appealed, and the fine was reduce 
to 50 roubles. Once more an appeal was lodged, and the case has been finally 
decided in their favour. 'The*Commissioner of Police, who gave permission 
fur the service is, however, to be proceeded against.

The Jews in Kieff. 


FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 
Oprssa, DecemBer 25, 
Some years ago the city and government of Kieff came into much 


unenviable prominence as the scene of the peculiar activity of those over- 


zealous bureaucrats who, by an abusive’ straining and false and fanatic 
interpretation of the spirit and letter of the existent legal disabilities of the 
Jews, took upon themselves the task of wholly or partially eliminating the 
Hebrew element from that province. For a short time it appeared as though 
they were likely to succeed in their nefarious design, so far as the city of Kiet! 
itself was concerned. ‘The Governor-General, Count Ignatieff, at first ignored, 
or winked at, the high-handed proceedings of his official subordinates and the 
police ; but a few test cases and appeals submitted by representative Kiet! Jews 


to the Council of Ministers resulted in an immediate cessation of the bureaucratic 


campaign, ‘The Governor-General, the tchinovniki, and the police were sharply 
reprimanded by the Ministry, and this reprimand was subsequently and 
accentuatedly repeated by M, Goremykin, the present Minister of the Interior 
Remembering all this, which is of comparatively recent occurrence, it may not 
be uninteresting if I here give you a brief statistical aperou of the present 
position of the Jews in Kieff, 

The city of Kieff has a population of about 250,000, of whom 20,000 are 
resident Jews. In the neighbouring extensive villages of Demiefka and 
Sikolskaya Slobodka, and other suburban settlements, there are a considerable 
number of Jewish families whose male members are chiefly occupied within the 
city limits ; hence the Jewish population of the Russian Mecca may be approxt- 
mately reckoned as 40,000 souls. The whole of the various educational 
establishments in Kieff, the Cadet-School and the Institute excepted, have their 
complements of Hebrew students and scholars. The normal limitation of ten 
per cent, of the Jewish clement by law permitted to enter these scholastic 
institutions is in no case rigorously enforced, and the privileged latitude in this 
respect extended to the Jewish youth by the Minister of Public Instruction is 
during recent years being gradually extended. There are 2,600 students in the 
Kieff University this session, and of this total number 21 per cent. are Jews, or 
a little more than double the proportion nominally permitted by the existing 
legal statute. Next year, in all probability, the Hebrew element will form about 
30 per cent, of the alumni of the St. Vladimir University at Kiet? ; I venture to 
make this forecast on the strength of certain information privately communi- 
cated to me from an authoritative professional source. The Jewsare more espe- 
cially numerous in the medical faculty of the Kieff University, forming 40 per 
cent. of the students in that branch. That they are peculiarly successful in the 
study of medicine and surgery, is shown by the following data, which | collate 
from the official report of the autumnal examination a couple of months ago. 
On that occasion, 152 medical candidates received their doctor's degrees. Ot 
these, 72 were Orthodox, 70 Jews, 7 Roman Catholics, and 3 Lutherans. In tho 
Commercial Lyceum at Kieff, 50 per cent. of the students this session are Jewy, 
whilst in the Walker Pro-gymnasium the Hebrew element considerably exceeds 
that of the Christians. These figures are sufficiently eloquent in themselves 
when studied in connection with the educational disabilities which ‘formerly 
obtained in the Ukraine Centre, but they are still more remarkable when con- 
trasted with the disparity in numbers of the Orthodox and Jewish elements of 
the population. A representative body of the more cultured Jews in Kieff bas 
latterly renewed its former fruitless efforts to obtain the permission of tho 
Minister of the Interior and of the Minister of Public Instruction for the 
establishment of Jewish schools in Kieff. This appeal is still under ministerial 
consideration, and its authors are sanguine of their prayer being eventually 
vouchsafed. The same appellants have also petitioned (separately) for leave to 


open a Satarday school for the free education of the poorest class of Jewish 


male adults, This petition will, in all probability, be granted without demur.

- returned as three and a half millions, and of this total 500,000 are Jews, 


city of Kieff and other towns in the government the Jews number 150,000, the 
remaining 350,000 being scattered among the villages and settlements, 
There is, undoubtedly, a grievous amount of congested poverty among the 


village Jews in the Governments of Kieff, Volhynia, Podolia, and other districts 


within the Pale, but if my information be correct—and it is drawn from various 
and apparently trustworthy sources—the gloomy picture recently drawn by 
Mr. Arnold White is more than a little exaggerated and too sombrely coloured, 
In many of the more congested districts the hapless condition of the poor Jews 
is in all conscience bad enough, but I question very much whether they are 
in a worse plight than a large section of the poor Russian and Polish peasantry 
in the same governments. 


Chanucah and Christmas.—How largely Christmastide looms in the 
minds of Jewish children Mr. Zangwill has explained to a non-Jewish audience 
by telling of a Jewish boy who asked his parents, “ Do Christians keep Christmas 
too!” This can be capped by a question by a Jewish boy to his father last 
Saturday (Christmas Day) in synagogue. It oy, Sabbath Chanucab, as well as 
New Moon, three Scrolls of the Law were taken from the ark. The boy, seeing 
the unusual number of Scrolls, inquired the reason, and was duly told, one was 
for the usual Portion of the Week. the second for the Additional Portion for 
Chanucah, and the third for the New Moon, “Oh!” said the boy, “I thought 
one was for Christmas,” 3 :

St. John’s Wood Synagogue. 
A special Children’s Service was held at this synagogue on Sunday after- 


noon, There was a large attendance of children, nearly all being pupils of the 
Religion Classes. The service was intoned by the Rev. H. L. Price, After the 


lighting of the Hanucah Lamp the children sang * Maoz T'sur” with much spirit | 


under the able conductorship of Mr. S.J. Heilbron, the Honorary Teacher of 
the Singing Class. Mr. A. M. Friedlander accompanied on the harmonium. The 
Rev. B. BERLINER gave a short address to the children. After a brief outline 
of the origin of the festival, which was also termed the Feast of Lights, Mr. 
Berliner mentioned some thoughts connected with the celebration. There were 
several lights which needed attention from children, There was the light of the 
mind, which enabled them to see the marvellous wonders of God’s beautiful 
world with greater clearness ; the light of the heart which gave us pleasure when 
we assisted the poor, the sick, and the helpless; the light of the home and‘ the 
school life, by which children, in being loving and obedient, afforded satisfaction 
to their parents and teachers. Lastly they should strive to be the lights of the 
community, the future of which depended on the children of to-day. By fitting 
themselves for a life of usefulness within and without their commumity they 
would raise it in the eyes of the world, and cause it to be respected, At the close 


of the address the children beautifully rendered the anthem, “ A Servant of the | 


Lord,” Mrs. Henry Lucas’s translation from Jehudah Halevi, set to music by 
Mr. A. M. Friedlander, who accompanied. The singing by the children of 
“ Adon Olam” to one of the melodies used in their synagogue concluded the 
bright service. 

Dalston Synagogue. 

[Last Sunday, a Special Service for children was held at the Dalston Syna- 
vosue. The prayers were read by the Rev. J. Lesser, and the musical portions 
were sung by the children attending the Hebrew and Religion Classes, ably led 
by Mr. I. Goldstone, one of the teachers. The Rev. M. Hy\Mson gave an address 
on“ Pride in Race’ and Religion.” After recounting to the youthful congre- 
vants the main features of the Maccabiwan struggle, he pointed out that whether 
judged by the standard of age, intelligence, pluck, or substantial services 


rendered to humanity, the Jews might well claim to be a noble, perhaps the. 


noblest, race on earth. The Jews traced back their descent for thousands of 
years. Small in numbers, their intellect was far above the average. The 
secret of England's greatness—the Bible—was Israel’s contribution to the pro- 
sress of civilisation. And no one has shown more courage, resolution and 
steadfastness in preserving against countless odds, the truths and ideals of the 
Bible than the Jew. If the Jewish record is a noble one, it behoved his 
young hearers to keep that record bright and untarnished. Just as the shghtest 
stain on silk irretrievably ruins it, while splashes leave coarse sacking unspoilt, 
so what is but a venial fault in the Gentile is a fatal crime in the Jew 
Jewish boys and girls should remember that they had the honour of Judaism in 
their safe keeping. Let them ever respect themselves and they would win 
respect for their faith and people. Kven as the Hanucah lamp, which showed 
but a dim solitary taper at the beginning of the festival, blazed with brilllancy 
at its close, so the light of Judaism, whose brightness they at present 
appreciated, would in splendour and glory, till it filled the whole muni with 
its effulgence. After the service, the children were regaled with fruits and 
sweets, kindly presented by the honorary officers, Messrs, J. Birn, W. Isaacs and 
A. Posener. 

Jews’ Infant School.—The usual Hanucah Service, in which the children 
themselves officiate, was held here each evening of the festival. The school 
was visited by numerous friends. Oranges, sweets, &c., kindly given by the 
Misses E. and ©, Levy, and picture books, the gift of Mr. Gustav ‘Tuck, were 


distributed. 


West Ham.—The West Ham Hebrew and Religion Classes celebrated the 
feast of Hanucah at their Class-rooms, Whitehall Piace, Forest Gate. There 
were over fifty children present. Mr. A. E. Harris, the Master, addressed the 
children upon the occasion, after which the ceremony of lighting up was per- 
formed by eight of the senior boys. The children were then regaled with an 
abundance of fruit, cakes, and sweets kindly given by members of the Committee 
and several Jewish fruit salesmen in Stratford Market.

The Jewish National Association in Cologne isan active centre for spreading 
Zionist ideas. This Association has recently issued several pamphlets. One of 
these contains a report and proposals of Herr Fabius Schach, which were 
unanimously adopted at a Conference of Delegates at Frankfort. The proposals 
are to the following effect :-— ane 

“Our programme of action for the future must be, the fostering of Jewish 
life in all its phases ; the development of Jewish character ; the strengthening 
of Jewish morals and special Jewish qualities ; the promotion of Jewish know- 
ledge and the elevation of the Jewish conscience. To attain these aims, provi- 
sion must be made for the establishment of Jewish Gymnastic Societies, Jewish 
Social Unions, Hebrew Conversation and Reading Circles, and for the enlighten- 
ment of the public through the medium of the press.” 

Rechtsanwalt Dr. Schauer hasin another pamphlet formulated the following 
recommendations :— | 

|. Wherever there are to be found a large number of Zionists, these shall be 
formed into local groups, and to remain in direct contact? with the German 
Central Committee. 

» The creation of a Zionist Press Bureau in Berlin, - 

3 The appointment of travelling lecturers, the basis of whose action shall 
be the idea that the agitation cannot be uniform, but must be adapted to the 
circumstances of different countries, 

Dr. Schauer protests against the contention that Jewish national ideas are 
the negation of patriotic ideas. | 

The Zionists of Frankfort-on-the-Maine and surrounding district cele- 
brated Hanucah with much rejoicing in the “ Roemischer Kaiser.” There 
was a very large gathering of visitors, and there were speeches, orations, 
songs and music, the Hanucah hymn being sung by all present. Dr. Schauer 
from Bingen was chairman of the assembly, whilst Professor Dr. Schapira, 
who attended the Basle Conference, spoke at length about the aims of the 
Zionists, making the most noteworthy speech: it was not followed by any 
discussion, but the doctor remarked that a speech on “A Plea for Zionism” 
will shortly be given, when there will be an opportunity for the anti-Zionists 
to bring forth suen opposition as they think fit. An interesting speech was 
delivered entirely in Hebrew, and as it was not comprehended in its entirety 
by every member of the company, a member of the committee translated 
it into German for the benefit of those who could not follow the speaker in 
Hebrew. The concluding remarks eulogized Dr, Herzl and Professor Schapira

He was on most friendly terms with the well-known ultra 
montane Bishop Rudiger, at whose episcopal palace he was a frequent and 
welcome visitor, and by his great Personal popularity he brought about a happy 
relationship between Jews and Christians, Several of his sermons deliverei 
on public occasions, which appeared in print, received the honour of beinc 
vraciously accepted by his Majesty the Emperor Francis Joseph, and added to 
his private library. In the spring of 1873, the New Hebrew Congregation at 
Liverpool acquired his services as its minister and preacher, and such was his 
linguistic talent that, after a term of six months, he delivered his first English 
sermon, A great many of his subsequent sermons appeared in extenso in the 
chief local popes of Liverpool, where, by dint of his culture and erudition, no 
less than by the geniality of his temperament and the modesty of his character 
he won general love and respect in and outside the Jewish community, Ona 
vacancy occurring for the Principalship of Aria College, he sought this office.

There may be others who do the same, but we fear their number is not large, 


The duty of earmarking a tenth part of one’s income for the poor is one 
that is so clearly enjoined in Holy Writ, that it is surprising thatit should be 
so often evaded. And the grounds of evasion are mutually contradictory, 
Some regard their incomes as too small to be tithed, others grudge to give a 
tenth because it would total up to too large a figure. But whether people 
feel inclipé ot to devote a tenth of their substance to charity, at least 
their coftributions #6 this object ought to, bear some fixed ratio to their 
means. \What we feel called upon to protest against is the haphazard mode 
of giving prevails, People give as much or as little as they care to spare, 
or just as the spirit of generosity moves them. They do not recognise any 
oligation in the matter. Instead of regarding charity from the Jewish standpoint 
which is expressed in the fine’ term MP I%—justice—-they regard it 
from the classical point of view of curitas—an act of grace, The two 
conceptions being diametrically opposed to each other, it is not surprising 
that they should lead to opposite results. There are people who grow richer 
from year to year, yet their donations remain stationary. If they were 
more fully imbued with the Jewish doctrine of charity, such 
disproportion between having and giving would be _ impossible, 
Those who have hitherto failed in their duty in this respect can set matters 
right for the year which draws to a close to-day. Henceforth they can 
balance their books on a new principle. Independently of its being the end 
of the: year, it is an appropriate time for considering the claims of 
poverty, for it is the season of winter appeals. Only a fortnight 
ago the President of the Board of Guardians published his annual letter 
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in our columns, setting forth the serious position in which the Board finds 
itself at the close of 1897. It is impossible to read this letter with its eloquent 
array of figures, and not feel impressed by the manifold claims of our leading 
charity. Then there is the Jewish Soup Kitchen which only a few weeks ago 
gave its first winter distribution to the famishing poor, and will continue 
its holy work all through the cold season.

After 
considerable difficulty and the exertion of much energy they had now arrived at 
what they saw to-day—the laying of the foundation-stone of a temple devoted 
to the Jewish religion, A great deal of energy had been expended and a large 
amount of money had had to be raised in order to accomplish their desires, In 
singling out any names as worthy of particular mention there was no intention 
of disparaging the efforts of others, but to Mr, P. Lapin great praise was due, 
and it was largely owing to this gentleman's efforts that they were in the position 
they were to-day, for on him the greatest amount of work had fallen. The 


financial aid they had received from their Christian friends as well as from

Philadelphia is to have a large home for Jewish incurables, to be erected on 
the grounds of the Jewish Hospital Association at Germantown, Several years 
ago Lucien Moss left in trust to his widow 50,000 dols, for such a building, and 
the residue of his estate, after paying off legacies, for its support. The money 
has only now become available owing to the recent death of his widow, Mrs. 
Amanda Moss. Paintings, bronzes, clocks, resolutions, family portraits in oil, 
and other decorative articles from his home are to go to furnish the reception 
and other rooms of the new home. Mr. Moss also gave 5.000 dols. each to the 
United Hebrew Charities and to the Jewish Foster Home for Orphans. The 
Young Men's Hebrew Association, the Young Women’s Union, the Jewish 
Maternity Hospital, the Immigrant Aid Society, the Hebrew Education Society, 
the Jewish Publication Society, the Jewish Historical Society, and the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, all local institutions in which the 
deceased took a lively interest, are remembered by small legacies, thus showing 
what a communal benefactor the deceased was. He had been’ a director for 
a number of years of the hospital, but had retired at the time of hisdeath. The 
total of the benefaction to the one institution is estimated at more than 200,000 
dols, He died in April, 1895. aad

The Tews were not immune from Yellow Fever which visited the South 
this fall. There was a general impression that they would prove so, just as they 
did during the cholera visitation, and during other plagues as far back as the 
Middle Ages, A correspondent of mine, writing from the heart of the fever 
districts, says that of course they could not expect to be spared if they did not 
observe the dietary laws, and were not distinguishable trom their Christian 
neighbours. The disease was, however, quite virulent, so that it attacked negroes, 
who generally are immune, a fact which cause some to doubt its identity with 
previous visitations. That Jews were not spared is, therefore, no evidence, says 
he, of any falling off in those sterling qualities of physique which have dis- 
tinguished them heretofore; for filth brings no immunity, and even Russian 
Jews were atilicted as badly as any others. The Jews did distinguish themselves 
otherwise. Thus, when Christian ministers were refusing to officiate at the 
funerals of fever-stricken patients, Revs. Leucht and Heller both advertised 
that they would minister to all cases as heretofore. Dr, Leucht insisted on 
opening the Jewish (Touro) Infirmary for the reception of the afHictec, although 
disease came there, as elsewhere, later on. In an inland town the Rev. Mr. 
Wilner assistedin keeping down mob rule, when it was about to destroy railroad 
tracks in order to kéep off contagion, because the railroad officials had dis- 
reyarded their health, 

The will of the Rev. Dr. S. Morais has been opened. His estate is valued 
at 40,000 dollars, His books, except those for liturgical purposes, are bequeathed 
to the Jewish Theological Seminary. Mr, Henry S. Morais has been elected 
(hasan of the Mikveh Israel Congregation in his father’s stead, for the elder 
Morais would not accept a higher oflice than that of Reader. The -younger 
Morais is well equipped by reason of his studiesin Judaica. He has written two 
well-known books, “ Eminent Israelites of the Nineteenth Century ” and “ The 
Jews of Philadelphia.” He has taught for many years in the Hebrew Free 
School of Philadelphia to which his sainted father devoted his life, he has 


edited the Jewish Exponent, and has frequently officiated as Chasan in the con- 


vregation, It seems that the last literary work of Sabato Morais was his trans- 
lation of Jeremiah for the forthcoming Bible of the Jewish Publication 
Society. 

The Montefiore Home for Chronic Invalids of New York treated 403 
patients during the year. -It has established asummer sanatorium, for which Mr. 
Jacob H. Schiff and Lyman G. Bloomingdale each gave 25,000 dollars. 

The Council for Jewish Women is making strenuous efforts to secure 
enough money to maintain the National Jewish Hospital for Consumptives at 
Denver, Colorado.

STREET, ON SABBATH, THE 201TH DECEMBER, 
By the Rev. MORRIS JOSEPH. 


To-day, by a chance coincidence, both Jew and Christian are engaged in 
selebrating a great festival. There was a time in the remote past when their 
festive observance linked them even in spirit, It is not generally known that 
‘nits early years the Church devoted a special day, known as the “ Birthday of 
‘he Maccabees,” to the memory of the hero whose deeds we Jews gratefully 
-ecall on the Feast of Chanucah. That day fell in the summer, and commemo- 
rated more particularly the martyrdom of the Jewish mother and her seven sons, 
of which you will read an account in the Second Book of the Maccabees. Christen- 
jom once saw that i»> rehgious steadfastness which the deathless conflict 
evoked 2,000 years ago was no less worthy of Christian than of Jewish homage 
_that, as atypeof the conquest of the heathen world by pure religion, it is as 
much the property of the Gentile as of the Jew. “ The story ef the Maccabees.” 
aysa distinguished Christian divine and scholar,“ was in truth much more 
thought of by the ancient Church than it is by us, and we might well be led by 
thisto ‘consider our ways, and be. wise.’ It would be strange if one day, as 
the result of a clearer perception on the part of Christendom of its debt to 
Judas Maccabeus and his gallant comrades, the Christian should join the Jew in 
celebrating the Feast of Dedication, But I must not forget that I have pro- 
mised to consider in this present sermon the special needs of young people. 
What | have said thus far will form no inappropriate introduction to what I have 
vet to say. L have spoken of a Christian debt tothe Maccabees. 1 may widen 
the phrase, and call it the world’s debt. Let me try to justify this ex pression, 
It would not be enough to say that the Maccabees fought against the Greeks. 
They did more: they fought against Greek ideas. With the Greeks personally 
hey had no special quarrel, ‘They would have been content t6 live with them, 
rand under them, Politics did not greatly stir their blood. Even national inde- 
pendence—at first, at any rate—did not seem worth the bones of a single Jewish 
neasant. But when it came to a struggle between their conceptionsof life and 
conduct and those of their Greek masters, then the dispute became serious, 
They struck out boldly hke a hunted animal at bay, and, unlike most animals at 
bay, they routed their assailants.. Now what were the great issues that so 
mightily moved these peaceful men, and changed them into hons? In other 
words, What was the source of this sharp antagonism between the Jewish spirit 

id the Greek? This is no needless inquiry to which to 
even young people. The study of the Greek and 

the Romans borrowed much from the Greeks—occupies larve 
space nowadays in the work of every school with any pretensions 
ty importance, Are we safe in accepting all the ideas they embody as unques- 
tonable truth ? Nay, the ancient Greeks, although they have long since passed 
from this carthly scene, are stilla living influence. It is quite acommon thing 
to read or to be told that the two forces that have most powerfully helped 
to shape the world’s thought and. hfe are Hellenism, 7... the Greek spirit, and 
Hebraism, 4.., the Jewish spirit. If every youth ought to understand some- 
thing about the age in which he lives, about the civilisation which is its character- 
suic, about the great movements that are making its history, he ought to know 
something about the nature of these two toreces. In what, then, does Hellenism 
jitter from Hebraism? Let me hasten to add that they are not opposed at every 
noint, From the Greek genius the world has derived benefits which the Jew 
not only ought to acknowledge, but which he has already acknowledged again 
and again. It was Greece, which by its sculpture, its architecture, its hterature, 
stirred the world’s dormant sense of beauty. It was Greece that fostered ‘the 
passion for freedom which is at the root of modern liberties, of modern 


Roman classics 


progress, of modern material well-being. It was Greece that spread, 
if ait did not kindle, that love of truth which gave a_ mighty 


impulse to the inquiry and research that have culminated in the scientific 
triumphs of our times, I say that we Jews have not withheld our recognition 
from these beneficent achievements. ‘The Apocrypha, which we treasure only 
less than the Bible, Philo, Maimonides, the greatest of medieval Jewish 
withorities, are but examples of the liberal use that Judaism has made of Greek 
thought and of the generous homage it has paid toit. Seldom, if ever, has the 
Jew been so churlish or so narrow-minded as to deny or to ignore the good in 
Hellenism merely because some of its elements have conflicted with his own 
cherished ideals, But such elements there were, and it was ayainst them that 
the Maccabees fought when they fought the Greeks, their hving embodiment. 
They fought not so much against principles as against the Greek mode of apply- 
ing them, Both Jew and Greek loved freedom ; but whereas thé Greek made 
iberty an end in itself, and so at times allowed it to degenerate into licence, the 
Jew suw that if it were to be really good, really fruitful, really blessed, it must 
be limited—subordinated to the law of God. The Jew was not insensible to the 
power of beauty, to the grace and charm and delight that it lent to the daily 
life, though his perception of it may not have been so keen as that of the 
Greeks. But whereas the Greek worshipped art, sold himself to it body and soul, 
contemned his higher impulses for it, the Jew recognised something more 
desirable still, and that was inner loveliness. The Greek found the aim of life 
in pleasure ; the Jew found it in obedience, in the sacrifice of his selfish instincts 
at the call of God and humanity. The Greek praised the holiness of beauty ; 
the Jew, the beauty of holiness, The one thought himself justified in following 
uls Own desires, however base, justified by the example of his gods, who lived 
‘awless lives ; the other felt himself for ever constrained to curb those desires by 
the thought of “ the righteous God who loveth righteousness, by the conviction 
that there was an eternal law of virtue laid down by the Supreme, to obey which 
Was the only happiness, to defy which the only peega fe To the thought of God, 
i the case of the Jew, was added the love of man. The Jewish heart was filled 
With a passion for justice, with a tenderness, with a pity, to which the pagan was 
4 stranger. The -wide benevolence, the humane spirit, the feeling 
of brotherhood making the whole world kin, which are the notes 
of this age, are the products of the Jewish spirit. “The Jews, 

‘ays a modern writer, contrasting them with the Greeks, “ the Jews 
wquired a more universal sympathy. They had learned by suffering. ‘They 
bad been outcasts and oppressed. By sharp discipline they had come to know 
‘he Meaning of patience, of self-abnegation, of faith in the unseen ; and hence, 
‘y Tight of deeper insight into the moral needs of man, it has been their pre- 
roxative to be for all succeeding ages the consolers and interpreters of suffering 
iumanity.’ + Equally due to Judaism are the self-renunciation which has come 
‘be recognised as the foundation of all noble conduct, and the perception that 
onscience, the voice within us, is the echo of an unalterable law of righteous- 
ess, the echo of God's law. How mightily have these ideals influenced the 
eWorld! How abundantly have they blessed the world! In fighting for Judaism 
B ‘Le Maccabees tought for these ideals.

Nay, as in the days of the Maccabees, there are Jews 
ready to embrace this doctrine—Jews who do not fear to renounce the religion 
of their fathers, with all its exalted teaching, all its splendid inspiration, moved 
not by a love of the truth, but by a sordid desire for ease and hey Sah and worldly 
success—moved, in a word, by base expediency. Heine, the German poet, 
whose hundredth birthday fella week or two ago, is the type of such minds. 
A Hellenist he professed himself to be; and if he bad been content with what 
was worthy in Helienieti —if he had consecrated his genius to beautifying haman 
life and to comforting the human heart--the world would have written on his 
tomb an epitaph of unqualified admiration and respect. But he had all the 
defects as well as the merits of the Greek, He was an egoist,a mocker of holy 
things, a man without stability of character. [f men remember him to-day, tt ts 
because of his brilliant talents, They think of him with wonder, with regret, 
with pity, But if to his talenta there had been united firm principle and a 
feeling heart, they would think of him with gratitude and love. We Jews have 
certainly lhttle cause to honour his memory. For, hke the weak-kneed Jews of 
the Maccabwan age, he was arenegade of the worst kind. “Judaism,” he said, ‘1s 
not a religion but a misfortune. He became a Christian, not.because he believed 
in Christianity —he despised it—but because it seemed to himthe path to advance 
ment, to popularity and power. He regretted his cowardice afterwards —regretted 
it all the more, perhaps, because, as usually happens, it defeated its own aim, and 
never yielded him the advantayes he expected from it. Navy, he came to lament 
the want of insight that led him to prefer Hellenism to Judaism. “ TP see now,’ 
he confessed, “Hnet the Greeks were only beautiful youths, the Jows strony and 
steadfast men.”

Jewish Board of Guardians.

Mr. Edgar ( »hen, who sent to the President of the Board of Guardians in 
August last one hundred guineas, promised a similar amount before the end of 
the year if twenty other gentlemen would send similar contributions before 
that date. 

Only thirteen contributions of £100 have been received by the Board, but 
in consequence of the straitened condition of the Board's resources at the com- 
mencement of the winter, Mr. Cohen has forwarded one hundred guineas to the 
President in response to his appeal. 

The Cuier Raxsi, preaching to a large congregation on Sabbath last at the 
Great Synagogue, spoke on “Sympathy,” taking as his text: “ And Joseph 
made haste, for his heart did yearn upon his brother, and he sought where to 
weep, and he entered into his chamber and wept there.” There was one word 
in the Judwo-German familiar to every European Jew, the utterance of which 
seemed to exercise a magic influence. When the Jew exclaimed “Nebbich,” 
on witnessing or hearing of any case of genuine wretchedness, his heart was 
filled with pity, and it stirred him, as with a trumpet blast, to alleviate misery 
and to assuage woe. Its origin was shrouded in mystery. It was not certain 
whether the word was of Polish origin, or whether it was a contraction of 
“Nit bei euch,” “May this trouble not come on you.” The preacher said he did 
not know of asimilar interjection in any other language, and quoted some lines 
of aGerman poem, headed * Nebbich,” of which the following 1s a translation :— 


From mouth to mouth a wordlet flits, 
Whence it hath sprung no man can tell ; 
A bond of brotherhood it knits 
Of burning pity none can quell. 
Who gently drieth human tears 
Upon Iife’s sad and toilsome way, 
With ‘“ Nebbich” soothing sighs and fears ; 
“There love is consecrate ''—we say. 
The furrows deep lined by sad care 
That word fills in with fruitful seed. 
For swift'as flies'a shaft through air 
This golden word brings golden deed. 
By hearts bowed down with burdened years, 
Ky young hearts crushed, that sound is heard, 
(Christian or Jew forgets his tears, 
So sweet and gentle rings that word. 


Dr. Adler proceeded to speak of the manifold incidents in the lives of our poor 
which might fitly evoke.the exclamation of “ Nebhic/,” instancing the fact that 
recently a poor child attending one of the Board Schools in the East End had 
fainted owing to want of nourishment. It was the great purpose of our Board of 
(;uardians to crystallise these passing emotions of compassion into practical help, 
and systematically to cope with the gaunt foes of poverty and starvation. The force 
of their President's appeal had been accentuated by the wintry weather which 
had set in.thatday. ‘The apt telegram address of the Board was Rachmonem, It 
behoved them, as merciful sons of merciful sires, to respond with electric 
swiftness to the call which had been addressed to them. ,He besought not 


merely the members of that Synagogue, but every metropolitan Jew to help — 


the Board in its dire financial straits, and to prove that the Jewish virtue of 
Rachmonuth was still burning vividly in their hearts,

Dalston Synagogue.—The Rev. M. Hyamson, B.A., preached at this 
synagogue on Sabbath last on ‘‘ Hebraism and Hellenism.” After pointing out 
that the period of the Feast of Hanucah had exhibited exemplars not only of 


sublimest courage, but also of abject poltroonery; heroes in their death and in 


their lives, as well as renegades and apostates ; the preacher proceeded : Every 
year we celebrate the feast, and every year we need to be reminded of its lessons. 
The old Hellenists have not perished. They have left behind them representa- 
tives. Heine was wrong when he said that Judaism was a misfortune to its 
followers, because it made them a conspicuous target for attack and persecution. 
Judaism is not a curse but a blessing to usand the whole world. Our real mis- 
fortune is the morally ragged and unworthy fringe of the community, the 
indifferentists and materialists, who ignore ae despise the glorious heritage into 
whose possession they have entered, who, while sharing the privileges, refuse to 
bear the burdens of their brethren. On the ancient Hellenists primarily rests 
the responsibility for the miseries of the Maccabwan age; the tortures, the 
martyrdoms, and the torrents of blood poured out like water on the battle-field. 


The modern Hellenistic Jews who only care for sordid profits and pleasures, and - 


are not too scrupuloys as to the means they employ to gain their ends, these are 
the troubles of- 1, these are want who bring dishonour on the Jewish name, 
these are largely the causes of the dislike, suspicion, and fear from which the 
Jew now suffers. It is a humiliating confession, but one nevertheless true, that 
a protracted period of prosperity seems prejudicial to the Jewish character, We 
forget ourselves, and need the sharp scourge of adversity to recall us to our 
senses.

A pronounced antagonism sprang u 
between Hellenism and Hebraism. A ban was pronounced on those who sate’ 
Greek philosophy, The delight in beauty was deemed fatal to the cultivation 
of duty, In truth, the conflict between them is unreal and artificial. The best 
elements in Hebraism and Hellenism are not incompatible. One may appreciate 
the sweetness and light of Greek culture, and at the same time respect the 
earnest view of life and lofty standard of conduct preached by the Hebrew 
prophets, Ethics and wsthetics can be harmonised in our practical lives as they 
are herinanionl by the sacred writer. Enjoy the delights of life, but remember 
that for every word, thought, and deed God will call you to judgment, (Eccles, 
xi, 9%.) The preacher concluded with an appeal for the Jewish Board of Guar- 
dians and the Soup Kitchen.

R A. delivered his lecture on “ A Journey through Judea,” which was followed 
by a vocal and instrumental entertainment. Owing to the bad state of the 
weather, the attendance was not very good, The chair was occupied by Mr. J. 
Pras, Senior Vice-Chief of the Association,and amongst those present were the 
ney, Dr A. Lowy and Dr. 8, A. Hirsch, the Chief Secretary. 
Mr, FrLpMAN having delivered his lecture, which was illustrated by magic 
lantern slides. 
Mr. Prac addressed the assembly. He congratulated Mr. Feldman 
on the eloquent address he had delivered. The views hg Bom had 
‘brown upon the canvas showed what remarkable changes had taken pltee-in the 
Holy Land. There were the views of the old order of things, the ancient ruins 
overgrown with creepers, the barren lands and the mountain sides, with no trace 
of human habitation. Side by side with these indications of decay, the lecturer 
had shown Photographs of the new life that had been called into being in 
Palestine. Pictures of fields and vineyards, with sturdy labourers working in 
‘hem, and well-built houses, showed how successful had been the efforts of those 
cho were working to remedy the old state of things. The lecturer had 
wen the people and with pleasure he gazed upon their healthy sunburnt 
‘ces, men, women and children, noble specimens of the grand old race of Jew, 
snd he felt saddened when he thought of the terrible plight of the majority of 
‘ha unemancipaced ones, the hollow cheeks, the bent back, and the struggle to 
vet aliving in the most unhealthy surroundings. Throughout Palestine most 
af the roads were bad, but the lecturer found that he could always 
‘ell when he was approaching a Jewish colony, because it always 
had good roads leading up to it. ‘These evidences, taken on the spot by Mr. 
oldman, were so many Object lessons as to the value of the work that was being 
done by those who were enzaged in colonising Palestine, It was a difficult upbNI 
work, beset by hindrances on every side. Mr. Prag continued : This year has aa 
avery trying time for ali the Chovevi Zion Societies here and on the Continent, 
but great advances have been made notwithstanding. The Society's colony of 
Vastinie is doing very well indeed, and the colonists there are showing how 
stitied we were in our choice of them. It has been So marked a success that 
itis intended to adopt 1t as a pattern in other colonising ventures that may be 


entered upon, But the great difficulty that the Socicties had to face was the: 


uestion as to what attitude they were to adept towards the Basle Congress, 
rhe Basle Congress itself was the outcome of the Chovevi Zion movement. 
The agitation that has been carried on during the last eight years bore fruit in 
the movement set on foot by Dr. Herzl. We were established for the revival of 
the national idea in Israel, and we have admirably succeeded in bringing about that 
revival. Had there been no Chovevi Zion there would not have beena Basle Con- 
cress. Dr, Herzl himself was in doubt at first as to whether he should advocate the 


-claims of Palestine or Argentina, It was only when he found how strong was 


the feeling Zionwards that he declared for Palestine as the haven of 
rest against anti-Semitism, But Dr. Herzl went much further than the Chovevi 
/ion, ‘Their object was to bring about vradually what Dr. Herzl desired to 
cecomplish at one stroke, The Chovevi Zion believed that we ought to vet a 
luge quantity of Jews settled in Palestine and slowly but surely level upwards 
towards the re-establishment of our national future. Dr. Herzl believed that 
diplomatic means could obtain for us the land and he did not give much support 
to colonising efforts which he characterised as “ philanthropic Zionism.” In these 
dreamstances the Chovevi Zion Societies had a difhcult task. They felt 
creat sympathy and admiration for Dr. Herzl, but they feared that his desire 
to establish a nation by a stroke of the pen was a dangerous one for the cause 
both he and they desired to advance. The Uhovevi Zion policy was first to get the 
people settled there, get them there in greater and greater quantities and then when 
we had attained that power which Jews would be sure to obtain it would be 
npe to talk about the re establishment of our national position, Under these 
circumstances, and having regard to the social questions that Dr, Herzl tacked 
on to his programme, the Chovevi Zion felt bound to abstain from joining the 
Basle Congress. And their abstention bore good fruit, because it emphasised and 
brought into prominence the reasons why the Chovevi Zion would not partici- 
pate. I myself saw many of the delegates as they passed through Paris, 
and it was borne upon them that if a united front were to be shown, it would be 
necessary for the Congress to give up the idea of a State to be established in a 
minute without previous preparation, and to abandon the seven-star banner and 
the seven-hour day, &c., and then all Zionists would work together. ‘The posi- 
tion we took up ia common with our affiliated societies of Paris, Berlin, and 
Odessa had its effect upon the Congress. and we were delighted to find that the 
moderate counsels of the vast majorit, of the delegates had their effect, and 
the congress decided upon a policy identical with that of the Chovevi Zion 
Societies,and there was therefore no reason why we should not join with Dr. 
Herzl to work out the great problem of restoring our people to the 
land that belongs to us, Much-has been gained by the holding of the Basle 
Congress, and even if the Congress had not adopted our more moderate policy, 
| should have considered the holding of it a distinct gain. It marked the abandon- 
ment of the old’ bend in the neck and crook in the back policy. It used to be 
aid,“ Don't do this or that, because you will make Rishus.” We had always to 
cultivate a humble spirit, and if kicked once, thank heaven if we were not kicked 
twice. The Basle Congress asserted the right of the Jews, the Jews from all 
parts of the globe, to assemble in Council and to discuss what was most neces- 
sary for their own welfare. We have asserted our rights as free men, and 
uo one has thought one penny the worse of us for doing so. Ihe Basle Con- 
gress, too, rharked the casting aside, the overthrow, of,the rule of the plutocrat 
in Jewish matters. Doctors and literary men and }erists abounded at the 
Congress, undaunted by the fact that the money bags that had hitherto led 
us Were not represented there. The Congress was a great step In advance in 
many ways. Let us hope that now that we have united the Conservative 
force and the Liberal force in. Zionism we shall_make great progress towards 
that object dear to all our hearts of getting oi people once again settled in 
our fatherland, and to quicken into life those desert places so long lying fallow, 
Waiting as it were for the only people that can fevivily them—the chosen race 
of Israel—( Cheers).

Aftera few {r. L. SoLOMONS, the Commander the 
‘eut, the Rev, A, A, GREEN delivered a stirring address. He said they had met 


that evening for two objects: first, to celebrate Hanucah, and secondly, 
in the interest of Zion. His first duty should be to explain to 
them the position he as an English Jew, English to the heart, and Jewish to 
the heart, took up upon this really great question of Zion, It seemed to him. 
that they could not help connecting the celebration of Hanucah with the Chovevi 
Zion, the love of Zion, In the days gone by there were those who lived, strove, 
and died for their faith, and it was owing to the gallant stand made by those 
men that they, their descendants, were Jews to-day. His words could not 
suticiently express his undying gratitude to them. Not only did he honour 
them, but he envied them, He envied the Jew who would fight against any attack 
upon his God,” Mr. Green then went on to speak of the fact that the Jews 
were a nation and of their return to Palestine. All over the world they were 
poneenres He was told recently by some Austrian friends that the life of the 
ew in that gayest of gay cities, Vienna, was the vreatest torture. Coming 

nearer home, as far as Englishmen were concerned, America treated the Jews 
not much better. Jewish children were excluded from schools because Chris: 
tian parents did not desire their children to mix with Jews. As regards 
England they were, thank heaven, equal in sight of the law, but in social life 
they were merely “ tolerated.’ If they met a man in the club, in the train or in 
the drawing-room, they had to explain that there was no such distinction as 
“Englishmen” and “Jews,” but that there were “hristian Englishmen and 
Jewish Englishmen. But the average Englishmen did not feel very much con- 
vinced, It was everywhere the same. He was an out-and-out Nationalist. If 
they were not Zionists, anxious to get back to the land of their fathers, which they 
once’ possessed, to find a home once again upon the old spot; what became of 
half, nay, three quarters of their prayers’ They were enthusiasts and some called 
the dream of theacquisition of Palestine fanatical in its optimism, But it should 
be remembered that it was enthusiasts who had made the world better. Wher 
the Children of Israel stood before the Red Sea, enthusiasts said “yo forward,” 
anda miracle was performed. People asked for Programmes; they wanted no 
programmes as yet, the Idea was suflicient for them. ‘They would not be like 
the young people in the story, who, before the nuptial knot had been tied, 
quarrelled what would happen after they were iatried. They would be married 
first, They would have their Simechah and everything would be right. In 
conclusion, the rev. yentleman urged upon those present to be strony in the faith 
in the Return to Zion. At the conclusion of Mr. Green's address, the audience 
rose in their seats and cheered again and again for some minutes. 

Mr. J. PRAG said that Mr. Green, in his.most eloquent address, had touched 
a responsive chord in the hearts of everybody in that hall, He had spoken as a 
true Jewish Nationalist and as an Englishman, and there was no incongruity im 
a man being both. Because our position is better here than that of our 
less fortunate brethren elsewhere is no reason why we should, because of that 
fair treatment, be untrue to our racial instincts. Allis not gained to the Jew 
when he has received a little toleration, Besides, we English Jews are but a 
handful of our race. And wherever we look outside of this blessed country 
we sce intolerance and oppression, We used to think that anti-Semitism 
was the result of ignorance and of the brutal instincts of the mob. It

brethren to live under these new conditions’? On every; hand the movement 
was making progress. ‘The Jewish Colonisation Association was becoming con 
vinced of the necessity of undertaking colonisation work in Palestine. In con-

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Union of the Societies for Jewish History and 
Literature in Germany. 
PROM OUR BERLIN: CORRESPONDENT, | 


Last Sunday, about 50 delegates of the various above named Societies from 
all parts of Germany met here, to debate on the various methods for promoting 
aa increasing the Societies, Cologne was represented by Rabbiner Dr. Frank ; — 
Munich, by Dr. Merzbacher; Breslau, by Docent Dr. Brann ; Thorn, by Professor 
Dr. Horowitz. 

Rechtsanwalt Dr. Eugen Fuchs welcomed the guests on behalf of the 
“Vorstand’ of the Berlin Jewish community. He stated how anxious the 
“Vorstand” is, that the societies should flourish, for a knowledge of our 
wonderful history and literature makes us proud of our Judaism, and we then 
cling all the more tenaciously to it.) Rabbiner Dr. Maybaum, in the name of 
the Rabbinate, greeted the guests. In eloquent words he pictured how the 
societies practically fulfil that which the Rabbiners are ever urging on their 
congregants, viz., enthusiasm for Judaism, and adherence to it. He beseeched 


God's blessing for the societies and for their conference. Syndikus Dr. Minden 
addressed the meeting as representative of the “ Deutsch Israelitscher Gemein-— 
-debund,” Dr. Gustav Karpeles, President of the Union, stated that when the 


Union was founded on December 24th 1803, only 20 such societies existed, now, 
they amounted to ¥!,anda further 11 will shortly be founded. Dr. Karpeles 


‘pointed out the immense amount of good accomplished by the societies, firstly, 


in disseminating knowledge through popular lectures, libraries, and most especially 
evening classes for religious instruction ; secondly, in acting as a bond of union 
between congregant and congregant of the most varied shade of opinion, and 
attracting many, who might otherwise have strayed away.

Financially. they’ benefited to the extent of £150, which had to be spent inthe 
better equipment and the greater efliciency of their schools, When the ques- 
tion of the federation of Jewish schools first. came before them, some looked

at it with an amount of suspicion, thinking that the requirements of.the great. 


London schools would leave little for provincial schools ; but he was pleased to 
say that the provincial schools—and, of these, notably Birmingham ‘was 
received as an honoured guest—instead of getting less than the Act prescribed, 
obtained more. A pleasing event of the year had been the Jubilee school treat, 
which had been most,successful. This was greatly due to the valuable assist- 
ance given bya aumber of old boys of the school. There was a balance of £12 
over trom the Treat Fund, which it was intended’ to apply to the purchase 
of a piano for the school. On the occasion of his recent visit to Birmingham, 
the Chief Rabbi spent a very considerable time in the schools, examining class 
by class, and he spoke im most favourable and _ flattering terms, not 
only of the pupils, but of the teachers. He had said that in every respect 
the teachers were well equipped, and that the children had reaped great benefit 


from being so ably taught. ‘The teachers were, however, anxious to carry even | 


a step fiirther their Hebrew education, and were continuing it under the tuition 
of the Rey. G. J. Emanuel, who had generously placed his time at their dis- 
posal. Mr, Spiers then referred to the scheme of religious education and 
examinations at Jews’ College, which he considered would be of the greatest 
benefit to Jewish teachers, It was their intention to insist upon all future 
apprentices and pupil teachers in their schools undergoing these examinations, 
Reference was then made to Mr. Lester, one of the school staff who was leaving 
on an appointment to a Headmastership ; to Miss Berlyn, who had joined the 
staff this year, and who had shown great ability ; and to Miss R. Neufliess, 
who had passed the Queen's Scholarship examination with distinction in 
arithmetic. During the year four boys had sat for the admission examina- 
tion at ding kdward’s School, of whom three had obtained Foundation 
Scholarships (George Hollander, Ed. Bind and Samuel Davis) and had passed. 
Kight boys had been entered for the School of Art Drawing Examination, 
and all of them had obtained scholarships tenable for two years. These facts 
must be convincing that the curricu’um of the school was good and thorough, 
and that the result would be satisfactory, As the result of the examination by 
Her Majesty's Inspector they had obtained the highest possible grant and 
exemption from examination tor the next year. With respect to the Hebrew 
instruction they had their critics, but, owing to the number of subjects taught, 
iL Was Impossible to give more time to it; they, however, did the best they 
could, If the parents of those attending the schools wished their children to 
receive more religious education, and were willing for them to give more time, 
the Managers of the school would be willing to form Continuation Classes. 
In conclusion, Mr, Spiers referred to the necessity of having an extra building 
in Which part of the school work could be carried on, if they were to get the 
best results, Formerly they had not the wherewithal to obtain such a building
